It was very unfortunate for Frank

Glass, but It was common sense to de-
elnro the appointment of the Hirmtng-
hjttn editor by Governor O'Neal con¬
trary to the provisions of tho seven¬
teenth amendment. Hy precisely tho
sanio standard, Dlalr Lee, of Maryland,
deserves his seat.
Some confusion was reasonably to bo

expected when the amendment to the
Constitution becamo effective, and pop*
ular elections took the piaco of tho old
method of naming Senators. With tho |
laws of forty-ciglit States framed in
accordance with the original terms of
the Constitution, it was inevitable that
some of these could not tie changed in
urn- to provide for the filling of vacan-
i'>s caused by (tenth.

In the ense of Mr. Glass, Governor
O'Neal held that th« failure of the Ala¬
bama Legislature to provide for such
a contingency made the old law ntlll
operative and that, in consequence, lie
was privileged to appoint a successor j
to Senator Johnston to hold office until
the meeting of the Legislature. Gov-]
ornor Goldsborough, of Maryland, con-

fronted with much tho samo situation,
decided that he had no authority to ap-
point a Senntor in plain violation of
ihu constitutional amendment. And as
lie was not authorized by law to call a j
senatorial election, he did so on his
own responsibility The result wan the
selection of a Democrat, Blair Loo. The
.Senate Committee on Privileges and
Elections, in approving" Governor Golds-
borough's action, had no other alterna¬
tive than to unseat i\Ir. Glass.

If the report of the committee is ap¬
proved by tho Senate.and there is
every reason to believe it will be.we
may lay It down as a settled principle
that the seventeenth amendment is in
effect, regardless of State laws, and no
new Senators can bo seated under tem¬
porary appointments unless they be
chosen in open elections. This will re-

qulro each Legislature either to pro¬
vide for emergency elections in caae of
vacancies in the Sennte, or else tempo¬
rarily to losu one of Its seat?, unless,
indeed, a Goldsborough coni'.'s to the
rescue.

If Frank Glass will now enter the
rnco and win tho vacant seal in open
campaign, everybody will bt happy.

>ounfi men in that institution, the son
of u prominent Virginia divine, say in
a moment of humiliation following his
recovery from a drunken debauch: "It
was at the university that I learned to
drink and to do other things J oiitrht
not to do. It is !m place for a parentto k< nd a young boy." Since then nilordinance lias been passed forbiddingthe sal«i of liquor )r, the neighborhood
nt tho university.according to rumor,
an ordinance made necessary by the
bibulous habits of the students. but
even now they "can get all they want."

If you pin down a university alumnus
very closely on the subject of his "tra¬
ditions," though he may suv, as one of
them recently said, that he "stands
with the ganK," he uisuallv will ex¬
tricate himself from the dl'fllcultv bydeclitrinir that the proximity of a fe¬
male college will arouse the susceptlblonatures of the bo> h and convert themall into enthusiastic Komeoa, spendingall their time and thought on cnlloguJulietH. This malign female irifVUence
evidently applin* only to student wo¬
men. for the boys already devote a
goodly portion of their time to the
Charlottesville glris, and remain un-
contaminated thereby.
The alumni have made the mistake

of Judging the entire situation alto¬
gether from the standpoint of their
own box, and have overlooked several
facts. To Increase the number of fe¬
males tends to reduce the interest of
the males. College men learn to re¬
gard college women more as comrades,
on the same broad level as themselves;and the women reciprocate the feeling!Hence, the superficial men In college
are not so keen after the college wo¬
men's society, but seek outsiders. And
the thoughtful men are not i;kel> to
jeopardize their educational interestsby giving1 too much time and attention
to other things. In colleges where the
standard Is high young women arc-
always less Inclined than young men
to indulge freely in social enjoyments,and their earnestness and determina¬
tion often inspire the men to higheraspiration and greater effort

\\ hat we really need is a greater de¬
gree of camaraderie between our young
men and our young women.more In¬
terests in common, more association
on common sense, normal lines Friend¬
ships formed under such conditions arc
always helpful and inspiring. As to
the superficial, habitual, temperamen¬tal ilomeo, who sees In every woman
a .Juliet, and, to be fnir, the woman
who regards every man as a possiblehusband, they should be disciplined
or eliminated for the good of all.

If a university of equal rank withthat it: Charlottesville could be assured
to the women of Virginia they mightnot be so insistent about the matter
of its location. But that Is a financial
impossibility. If not with respect to
the teaching force, certainlv with re¬
gard to the equipment. Mr. R. II. Dab-
ney, of the university, in a recent let
ter to The Times-Dispatch seeks to
distract attention from this obstacle
to the establishment of a .successful
separate college by proposing that the
J,OOO.OOtJ people In the State contribute
2 cents apiece in taxes to meet the
extra expense. Does he not know that
only a small percentage of those peo¬ple already overburdened) pay anytaxes, and that the majority of the
others feel that the State owes thornall they get and more besides?
The truth is, many Virginians take

but little pride arid interest in the
university (some of them not even 2
cents' worth), because, as they see It,it does not touch their own lives. That
many women feel this way should not
cause surprise, especially since they
are not only deprived of Its advantages,but are hold up to public notice as
perilous to "tho soul and spirit of the
university," to "that splendid vlrilitv
that lias made the university what it
is."
The sentiment of the student bodyregarding the college is not a matterof great importance, for they haveevinced all along a spirit utterly op¬posed to any fail- and reasonable dis¬

cussion of the subject. Long ago theyannounced In College Topics that negro
men had a better right than whlto
women to attend tho university; thatonly female riffraff would attend a co¬
ordinate school; that women would
exert a demoralizing influence upon theuniversity by their presence alone, and

. other similar nonsense.
The attitude of the opposition seems

to he that the State shall give Its wo¬
men opportunities for higher educa¬tion, if It can be done without infring¬ing upon the antiquated Ideals of theVirginia alumni and .* without incon¬veniencing tho students. Air. Dabney
nays It can lie done, but fails to sug¬gest any reasonable or practicable
plan.

If the Siato would develop a citizen¬ship capable of utilizing the vast pos¬sibilities of the future that Ilea before
if, It must educate both sexes. JusticeIs better and more far-reaching thanI expediency; yet evon expediency recom-

mends the higher education of our wo-
ni'-n. Tho State cannot evade Us re-
spunslblllty. If It is financially un¬
able to me.et the situation Just as It
would Ulte. It should Uo the bent It
can: not by furnishing si serond-rat»-
college somewhere for Its women. but
by giving them equal iicn-sn to all the
i.fft educational advantages that al¬
ready exist. Not tho alumni nor tho
students, but the taxpayers ami their
representatives should decide this mat-

ter .!. Jt. If.

casting reason aside and appealing to
this "friend In need"? Certainly he
thrives; to-night hundreds of peoplewill go to him because t-here is no
other place where they may get relief.
Time moves on despite employers'rules; employes must pay rent, must

have fuel, food and elothlng; oft.times
the sheriff stands with a notice of dis¬
possession, and in moments of sheer
desperation, when one has completelyfailed to "make hotl! ends meet." and
